Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I heg  to  sutmit  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  Decemher,  1958. 

The  number  of  coastwise  ships  using  the  Port  during 
the  year  has  increased  by  a further  23^% ^ with  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  total  tonnage.  Compared  with  19U8  the  increase 
has  been  over  300%. 

There  have  been  five  more  ships  from  foreign  ports 
visiting  the  Port  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  revealed  any 
serious  defects,  vi/hilst  no  rats  were  found  on  any  vessel.
